NICOLAS SICARD 

Nicolas Sicard, Director of the National 
School of Fine Arts, Lyons, France, died 
there Jan. 3 last, aged 73. He was a' Che- 
valier of the Legion of Honor, a member 
of the Academy of Lyons, and formerly was 
president of the Lyons Society of Fine Arts. 
Many of his best works were purchased by 
the State. 

The paintings of Sicard are in the mu- 
seums of Ghent, Paris, Lyons and other 
cities. In 1882 he received mention for 
his picture, called, "An Accident," and in 
1889 his "After the Duel," won a medal at 
the Paris Salon.- He also received several 
honor medals from the Salon of Lyons. He 
was for many years an officer of the In- 
struction Publique and of the District 
Architectural School at Lyons. 



RENOIR VALUES ADVANCE 

The almost amazing advance in the 
prices of works by the late P. A. Renoir, 
the modern French Impressionist painter, 
who, although enfeebled by age, was not 
blind as has been erroneously stated, at 
the time of his recent decease, is natural- 
ly a topic widely discussed in art circles. 

When $28,000 was the announced figure 
given for the artist's "Dans la Prairie" 
at the sale of the Arthur B. Emmons 
collection .of French Impressionist pic- 
tures at the Plaza sale, conducted by the 
American Art Association last week, it 
is interesting to recall that the artist's 
well-known "Mme. Charpentier et ses En- 
fants" at the Metropolitan Museum, 
brought Renoir only 500 francs, or about 
$100, and Durand Ruel paid 84,000 francs 
or about $16,800 for the same canvas in 
1907. 

" "La Femme au Chat," which brought 
200,000 francs at a sale in 1900, was sold 
by the artist in 1876 for 84 , francs. The 
famous "La Source" sold by Renoir in 
1875 for 110 francs, was' purchased by 
the Prince de Wagram from Durand- 
Ruel for 70,000 francs, and the "Portrait 
of Jeanne Samary," thought to be at 
Moscow and lately valued at 200,000 
francs, only brought Renoir originally 
1500 francs, from Durand- Ruel, and was; 
later sold by that firm to the Prince de 
Polignac for 8000 francs. , 

D. G. KELEKIAN'S COLLECTION 

"Le Cousin Pons," of Paris, in its issue 
of Jan.^ 1 last, devotes much space to an 
interesting ^ article describing the collec- 
tion of pictures owned by . Mr. D. G; 
Kelekian, the well-known antiquaire oi 
Paris and New York. ."This collection," 
declares Le Cousin Eons," is one of the 
most beautiful of modern works that ex- 
ists." It also states that it is especially 
rich in examples of Renoir .and Cezanne,

Wife," • by Cezanne, and -of the "Portrait 
of Mme.

METROPOLITAN MUSEUM NOTES 

Recent accessions at the Metropolitan 
Museum are of unusual interest. The 
Juillard tapestries, bequeathed by Mrs. 
Augustus D. (Helen Cossit) Juillard, two 
remarkable^ Flemish XVI century tapestries 
are on view in the Recent Accession 
Room. They form part of a set of the 
"Twelve Months" and represent August 
and October, and were formerly in the 
Sechan Collection. An interesting collec- 
tion of Chinese portraits, the property of 
Mr. Samuel T. Peters, may be found in 
H. II. These 'works have personal ex- 
pression and' life-like character, and are 
beautiful in' color and composition. The 
majority are of the. Ming period. A rare 
collection of Pre-Gothic ivories, forms an 
important exhibition in the Pierpont Mor- 
gan Wing, Gallery F 2. The collection of 
Duer prints, acquired by Junius Spencer 
Morgan, will be placed on view next 
month. 

The Saturday night concerts at the Mu- 
seum are even more popular this season 
than last. 

The annual report of the Museum. trus- 
tees shows the attendance of 1919 to have 
been 277,886 more than that of 1918, and 
the attendance of those who came for in- 
struction, numbering 138,923, ; to be the 
largest on record. Some 39,000 persons at- 
tended the eight orchestral concerts the 
winter of 1918. Objects of art received by 
bequest, gift and purchase numbered more 
than last year. Acquisitions made in Eu- 
rope and Egypt are beginning to be trans- 
ported. The seven Egyptian statues of the 
Goddess Sekhmet and the Egyptian jew- 
elry from the tomb of the Princess Satha- 
thor-funut are part of the list of additions 
to the art collection made during the year. 
The report also shows that more American 
painters and sculptors were represented 
than in previous years. The city's appro- 
priation was cut down from $233,000, ap- 
propriated in 1918, to $175,000. 'The appro- 
priation for the present year, however, is 
anounced as $300,000. 



Nicholas P. Zarokilli (Nikolaki), who 
recently returned to this country from 
Paris where he served as one of the Greek 
peace delegates, is settled for the winter at 
33 West 67 St. He purposes going to 
Spain and England in the spring.

plates illustrating the different processes.

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EXIB1TIONS NOW ON 

Caro-Delvaille — Master Decorator 

"Master Decorator" is the title that 
Henry Caro-Delvaille, the French artist who 
has beeiv in this country for some years 
past and who^ is now making a remarkable 
display of decorations, portraits, still lifes, 
and figure studies in the new and handsome 
upper floor galleries of E. Gimpel and Wild- 
enstein at 647 Fifth Ave., to Feb. 7, next 
would have been given in the old days of 
the Guilds in France and Belgium. 
/For he is primarily a decorative painter, 
in whose work, strongly individual as it is, 
one feels if not sees the influence of Lan- 
cret, Wattcau and their fellows, and espe- 
cially of the later Goya! A strong and most 
graceful and facile draughtsman, a true vir- 
tuoso of composition and endowed with a 
quaint, at times almost a sardonic vein of 
humor, Caro-Delvaille in the present dis- 
play — the first he has made of the kind al- 
though he has shown his strong compell- 
ing portraits here in former years — is sure 
to impress the art public in a way that will 
make his exhibition a true event of the sea- 
son. 

Three galleries are devoted to the display, 
In Gallery 1 are the three large panels "Les 
Paisirs a la Campagne," a Lancret or Goya 
subject in a modern Philadelphia suburban 
setting, for the youths and maidens who 
disport themselves on green swards and un- 
der verdant and blossoming trees, picniking 
and frolicking, are costumed -in the style- 
less summer attire of the modern Philadel- 
phian. Also in this gallery are the seven 
panels "Les Coqs," decorations for a sum- 
mer house breakfast-room, mqst truthful 
and amusing, presentment of roosters fight- 
ting and playing, three admirably painted 
panels, still lifes, of fruit for a summer 
house dining-room, two panels of Poenies 
and Roses, and most striking of all, eight 
panels "Les Tentations Frivoles," most 
cupious conceits, in which young women in 
most - modern full dress or negligee per- 
form the minor offices of the toilet in the 
company of nude, or seminude, mythologi- 
cal Satyrs ; The effect is extraordinary and 
the work is rich with satrical Gallic wit. 

The feature of the exhibits in Gallery II 
is a series of II panels which cover three 
sides of the large room and are offered a$ 
suggestion for a theatre lobby or a ball- 
room and are entitled "Las Divertissements 
Plastiques," really a choregraphic set of 
murals in which the dance, and preeminent- 
ly the modern dances of Spain are por- 
trayed with a grace* and abandon most ap- 
pealing and inspiring. The fact that the 
artist himself an "expert" dancer, explains 
something of the fascination of these paint- 
ings. The sense of movement is extraord- 
inary. 

Three full length female nudes,/ also in 
this Gallery, are graceful and beautiful, one, 
a back view especially so, and two "still 
lifes, "Mimosa and Doves" and "Lilac and 
Pigeons," are worthy of all praise for 
strength of modelling and fine color. 

The third Gallery contains some 10 por- 
traits — all characteristic — done in a low key 
and m almost flat tones, and abounding in 
virility. These are similar in composition 
and realistic treatment to the portrait 
groups and single presentments of Lucien 
Simon — a school of portraiture which the 
artist follows. While some of the figures 
in the groups are somewhat stiff in pose 
the fine expression and human quality more 
than compensate. 

But decoration is the artist's forte and in 
that field he is a modern master. 

DAYTQN, OHIO 

The 50 oils on view at the Dayton Mu- 
seum are attracting many art lovers. 

All the Jonas Lie pictures are especi- 
ally admired; as well as the large ex- 
amples of Colin Campbell Cooper and the 
two of Edward Potthast. 

Several are being considered as pur- 
chases by leading Dayton people. 



Portraits by de Ferraris 

Ten portraits in oil by Arthur de Fer- 
raris, a Viennese portrait painter, whose 
work is not unknown to Americans, are 
shown at the Ralston Galleries, No. 567 
Fifth Avenue, through Jan. 31. 

The artist is of the modern Academic 
school of European portraiture, well versed 
in his art, a true and good draughtsman, 
with the ability to catch and transfer a good 
likeness, and to pose his sitters naturally. 
His presentments are undoubtedly eminent- 
ly satisfactory to his clients, and he is a 
capable, if not an inspired, painter. 

His "Mrs. de F." is charmigly composed 
and sweet in expression, the full length 
standing presentment of "Mile. Fely C." is 
well drawn and attractive in color and ex- 
pression, and that; of Miss M. and her 
Dogs" is especially' good. 

Younger American portrait painters and 
students of the art should study the works 
of Mr. Ferraris, for they are expressive of 
a sound art education and well exemplify 
the best modern European academic art. 

In the lower Gallery at Ralston's are 
some eight colorful well-painted American 
landscapes by that well-known artist, Frank 
De Haven, joyous in feeling, clear aired 
and truthful in color and composition. One 
of two, in a lower key, notaby the "Moon- 
light-Shenipsit Lake," are excellent in tonal 
quality and is full of tender and poetic 
feeling. 



Taos Painters at Milch Galleries 

The Taos Society of Artists, which now 
numbers ten members and two associates, 
the last Robert Henfi and Albert Groll, 
who have not qualified for full member- 
ship as yet, as they have hot painted the 
three consecutive years in the region, re- 
quired by the Society's rule, is holding its 
annual exhibition at the Milch Galleries, 
108 West 57th St., through Jan. 31. One 
of the Society's recent additions is „ Julius 
Rolshoven, a virile, direct painter, a fine 
colorist, and a gifted interpreter of char- 
acter. He shows three works, all showy 
in technique and spiritual feeling. Of 
these "The Aristocrat," a remarkable head 
of a young Indian, broadly conceived, and 
dignified in pose, is an exceptional ex- 
ample. Victor Higgins, also a strong 
painter, has a group of excellent works of 
which "The Convert," vigorously pre- 
sented, is unusually appealing. Albert 
Groll's "Canyon de- Chelley, Arizona," is a 
brilliant color work and a -stirring com- 
position. His "Flying Clouds" and "The 
Rainbow," are also good canvases. E. 
Irving Couse, does credit to his reputa- 
tion in "The Apache Water Bottle" and 
"The Ear of Corn." H. J. H. Sharp's 
three examples do not "hold up" with the 
other works in the display. His "Gift 
Dance Drummers" is more like an- il- 
lustration than a picture, nor is Walter 
Ufer's half breed man in an October 
landscape a subject in good taste. Herbert 
Dunton shows a "Hunting Party," "Be- 
lated Hunters" and "The Last of the Buf- 
falo" all in about the same key and with- 
out appreciable values or contrasts. This 
artist, who^ appeared so promising a few 
years ago is not making good, since one 
finds such careless technique in his work 
with no distinction as to texture or values, 
flat uninteresting color and a lack of 
strength. Ernest Blumenschein has done 
some good work in "On the Roof-top," 
and "Taos Entertains the Cheyennes," the 
latter full of action and an interesting sub- 
ject. O. E. Berninghaus and Bert Phil- 
lips # also show interesting works. The 
Society is showing a few sculptures, 
namely: J. Scott Hartley's Indian Boy 
Playing a Musical Instrument, Mahonri 
Young's "Indian Stars" and Edith How- 
land's "Indian Squaw," 
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Nicholas P. Zarokilli at Reinhardt's 

Nicholas Zarokilli (Nikolaki) is showing 
3t the Reinhardt Galleries through Jan. 30 
45 portraits of European personages. They 
are all dry-point etchings, done with a 
firm but delicate touch, and faintly colored. 
In this difficult form of portrait expression 
the artist has succeeded in depicting life- 
like character, and he treats delicately the 
faces of childen and women, with prb- 
1 nounced skill in modeling. "H. H. Prin- 
cess Irena," said to be the most beautiful 
princess in Europe, lives up to her repu- 
tation in the artists portrait. Not leas 
interesting is his presentment of Prince 
Felix F. ^^soupon*," who is said to have 
killed Rasputin. "IT. H. Prince Feodor of 
Russia," "Prince" Andre of Russia" and 
"H. I. H. Grand Duke Alexander" are 
among the group the artist painted during 
the years in which he lived in Russia. In 
Spain M. Zarokilli made a decidedly suc- 
cessful portrait of the "Queen of Spain," 
and in England he portrayed the "Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury," a work of^ great 
dignity and charm. While in Paris one 
of the artist's chief commissions was to 
paint "The Archbishop of Trebizond." His 
presentment of "Veniselos," executed in 
Greece, is presented with decided sym- 
pathy and understanding of his sitter's 
character. There are a number of other 
portraits of royalties and personages in the 
collection, and of many American "Kings 
and Queens" all doi\e with "unusual charm. 

Group Show at Touchstone Galleries 

Six young painters are showing their 
work at the Touchstone Galleries, 11 West 
47th St., through Jan. 26, some of them 
giving decided promise. ' Adelaide Law- 
son's, efforts show an adaptability for in- 
dividual design. Alice Newton has a per- 
sonal viewpoint in the examples she sub- 
mits. Her "Hat Shop," although faulty in 
color and evidencing uncertain drawing, 
"still has strength and good expression. 
Her "Woman at the Zoo" has well- 
grouped figures and a sense of action. 
Stewart Crise, David Morrison and Ernest 
Schnakenburg, all express honesty of pur- 
pose on the visitor and Richard L. Mar- 
wede, who appears to have advanced fur- 
ther than the other members of the group, 
evinces marked talent in "Men Fishing" 
and. "In the Orchard."

Eight artist members of the Salmagundi 
Club — Hobart Nichols, George Elmer 
Browne, Walter Griffin, Robert M. Nisbet,

All these men are painters who have won 
deserved reputation, and it is a pleasant 
and welcome opportunity to see so repre- 
sentative and attractive an assemblage of 
pictures worth thought and sttfdy, attrac- 
tively displayed amid furnishings — notably 
textiles, furniture and other decorations 
loaned by P. W. French & Co. — which give 
the large gallery a studio effect. 

The works shown are well chosen to 
present the characteristics of each painter. 
Robert Nisbet has two of those large, sym- 
pathetic, largely conceived and well-painted 
interpretations of nature, "Harvest Time" 
and "Edge of the Lake," with which his 
brush is associated.

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Helen F. Mears Memorial Display 
A memorial display of works by the 
late Helen Fransworth Mears, the tal- 
ented young American woman sculptor, 
whose untimely death four years ago was 
a marked loss to American art, opened 
with a private view and reception at the 
Brooklyn Museum, Tuesday afternoon last, 
Miss Mears was born in Oshkosh, Wis., 
in 1870 and died in N. Y. in 1916. She 
was a favorite pupil of Augustus Saint 
Gaifdens, and studied in N. Y. and Paris. 
Among her distinctions were: membership 
in the National' Sculpture "Society (1907), 
and awards of prizes from the Milwaukee 
Women's Club and the Columbian Ex- 
position, Chicago, 1893; silver medal, St. 
Louis Exposition, 1904; and Hon. Men- 
tion, San Francisco, 1915. The Metro- 
politan Museum owns her bronze relief 
portrait of Edward MacDowell, and there 
are replicas in the Brooklyn Museum and 
in the N. Y. MacDowell Club. Her 
marble statue of Frances Willard is in 
the Hall of Fame in the Capitol, Wash- 
ington; her monumental Adin Randall 
fountain, with the heroic bronze figure 
of Adin Randall was erectel in 1914 at 
Eau Claire, Wis. Her bronze portrait 
relief of the artist's mother is owned by 
the Madison Art Association; her bronze 
bust of Gen. Rogers Clark is in the Mil- 
waukee Public Library, and her bronze 
bust of Dr. Wm. T. G. Morton is in the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington^ 
All of the above works are represented 
by casts or photographs (a few of the 
latter) in the present exhibition, and other 
interesting and beautiful exhibits are ori- 
ginals ^of private ownership or casts of 
such pieces. The most important exhibit, 
both as regards dimensions and as regards 
monumental composition, in the present 
exhibition, is "The Fountain- of Life" 
(Henry Bacon, collaborating .architect)., 
which was awarded a place of honor and 
a silver medal at the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion m 1903 (height, 162*4 in.; width, 
175 H i n )- This monument is shown in 
cast and was never executed. 

The present memorial exhibition is the 
first complete and comprehensive fc show- 
ing of the artist's work, including many 
pieces from her studio which have never 
been previously shown. An important 
memorial exhibition *was made, however, 
in 1917, at the Milwaukee Art Institute", 
in association with the John -W. Alex- 
ander Memorial exhibition, and an ex^ 
•hibition of bronzes was made at the Pea- 
body Art Institute, Baltimore in 1918.

" '.<3The'fe is .-much discussion in art trade 
dircles anent a recent ruling of a New 
York. deputy collector on the sale of a 
jpaintifig, and it is the general consen- 
sus, of opinion among dealers and col- 
lectors that if the said decision can 
stand, that the ruling will" be a serious 
inconvenience) if /nothing worse, to 
reputable collectors and dealers. 
-It appears that an owner of a cer- 
tain painting— an oil— cpnsigned it to 
a well-known Fifth Avenue dealer, at 
k low price> not knowing its real value. 
The dealer, in turn, consigned the can- 
vas to a fellow dealer ;at .10% advance. 
This third dealer sold the work at a 
1QD% advance on its value as con- 
signed to him. 

_ The . deputy collector now rules that 
the original owner is responsible for 
the 10% luxury tax, and must pay the 
■same, -inasmuch . as - the title of the 
painting had not been changed, and 
that as the two dealers, through whose 
v hands the work passed were only act- 
ing -as" agents, they are not liable to 
any tax. 

This ruling means that the original 
pwner will lose rather than gain by the 
sale of the picture, as the original sale 
price was less than the amount of the 
tax on the last sale price. 

It therefore transpires that the lux- 
ury tax in similar cases will be perhaps, 
double the return to the original own- 
er of an art work, and this will natur- 
ally discourage owners from selling 
their art possessions. I '■

sale of pictures owned by Mr. Arthur 
B. Emmons of Newport, R. I., and Joseph 
F. Flanagan of Boston, and from the es- 
tates of Thatcher M. Adams and Harris 
B. Dick of N. Y., and Henry Sayles of 
Boston, with additions from several pri- 
vate owners and estates, notably Mrs. E. 
W. Bass and Mrs. Anna J. Schoelkopf of 
N. Y., Mrs. Silvie of Oswego, N. Y, a 
-survivor of the Titanic, whose husband 
was lost on that vessel, (the several ex- 
amples of Gilbert Munger, her uncle), 
and the late Albert Spencer, with Mr. 
Thomas- E. Kirby as auctioneer for the 
American Art Association, held in the 
"Plaza ballroom Thursday evening. Jan. 15 
last, too late for record in last week's 
Art News, brought a total of $165,885. for 
78 works, (one cataloged picture, a 
Schreyer, was withdrawn). This, added 
to the total of the first session, Jan. 14, 
or- $376,125, made a grand total of $542,- 
010 for the 168 pictures sold, a fine result, 
and a most auspicious opening of the pic-! 
ture auction season. 

: While the pictures sold at this second 
session were not as important, as a rule,, 
as those at the first, the ballroom was' 
again crowded, and good prices were real- 
ized, save for the early Italians from the 
Adams' collection, on! the whole. The 
top price of $20,000 was paid by Otto 
Bernet, as agent, for Raeburn's well-known 
"Boy with ■Cherries," with a good proven- 
ance, from the collection of the late 
Thatcher M. Adams. Other good prices 
were $15>300, paid;by W. ; Seaman, as agent, 
for a Reynolds, "Portrait of Lady Brough- 
ton" — a good example, and also from the 
Adams' collection; $15,000 also paid by Mr. 
Seaman, as agent, for. another Reynolds — 
a quaint portrayal of the Misses Payne"; 
$2600, paid by Mrs. Dudley Olcott for a 
strong single figure work by John S. Sar- 
gent, "The Laborer," (Sargent's rarely 
come up at auction), and $5100, paid by' 
Mr. Henry Schultheia for a good example 
of J. Francis Murphy's "September after- 
noon (14 x 19). 

The early English portraits from the. 
Adams' collection attracted most atten- 
tion. Some of them came to Mr. Adams 
through the late T. J. Blakeslee, whose 
client Mr. Adams was for many years. 
There were more private buyers than~ for 
the French impressionist pictures of Mr. 
Emmons at the first session, but Knoedler 
and Co., Scott and Fowles, Howard Young 
and the Ralston Holland and Arlington 
Galleries we're among the principal dealers 
buying.

It should interest American collectors of 
early English and other pictures, and* es 
pecially of early English portraits, to com- 
f pare the prices obtained at a notable sale 
at Christie's in London, Dec. 12 last, with 
those secured at the second session of 
the Combination Sale of pictures — many 
of them early English portraits, in the 
Plaza Ballroom last week, on Jan. 15, the 
record of which is published in this issue. 
. It must be remembered that the prices 
obtained in London, at this- Christie sale, 
and which are given in English currency, 
must be read- and figured at the present 
low rate of exchange, about $3.75 to $3.80 
to the pound, or, to figure roughly, $4. 

It will be noted that of the old pictures 
in this sale some 40, among them several 
early English portraits, came from the es- 
tate of Mrs. Virginia Purdy Bacon of 
N. Y., youngest grandchild' at the time of 
her death last spring, of Commodore Van- 
derbilt, and came to her from her brother- 
in-law, the late Edward. R. Bacon of N. Y. 
The remaining pictures of the Bacon col- 
lection, now owned by Mrs. Bacon's 
nephew and niece, Mr. and Miss Barker, 
are in the Bacon apartment at 247 Fifth 
Ave., and although it is generally believed 
they-will -come- on -the market, -no decision 
as to their sale has as yet been made bjy 
their present owners. A sumptuous cata-! 
log of the Bacon pictures in N. Y. was 
privately printed and issued last autumh, 
and was reviewed t in the American Ait 
News of Dec. 6 last. ;

LONDON LETTER 

London, Jan. 9, 1920. 
lit would be but a waste of time to re- 
capitulate here the striking salesroom 
events of 1919, for the record prices 
achieved are still too fresh in the minds 
of all who follow the tendencies of the 
modern art world to warrant fresh enum- 
eration. There would at present appear 
to be no reason to doubt that the upward 
trend of prices, both as regards the an- 
tique and the modern, will continue, nor 
do any sound ground exist for supposing, 
as do a minority, that a sudden "slump" 
may be expected. Still further branches 
of art are likely to come under the rule 
of excessive prices, and the acquisition 
of really fine things, no matter to what 
category they belong is to be undoubtedly 
reserved for the collector with the long- 
est purse. In regard to pictures, one mar- 
ket in particular will deserve to be care- 
fully watched, I refer to that connected 
with the works of the "ultra-moderns" 
both of the French and English schools, 
but especially of the former. It will be 
surprising if some sensational develop- 
ments do not occur in this direction. 

A Library for Sale 

The third week of January will see at 
Sotheby's the disposal of the famous Nedi- 
gate Library, belonging to the same fam- 
ily whence the silver Lamerie dish, which 
was bought for the Victoria and Albert 
Museum lately for the sum of £5,900 was 
also derived.* This library will provide 
for collectors a veritable treasure-trove, 
for among other rarities, it contains a 
First Folio Shakespeare, and a 1595 copy 
of Greene's "Pandosto," a work that ap- 
parently supplied Shakespeare with the 
central idea for his "Winter's Tale." Books 
likely to be of especial interest to Ameri- 
can collectors consist of four folio tracts 
on King Philip's War, dated 1675-6. In 
connection with book sales, mention may 
be made of the purchase by Mr. G. D. 
Smith of New York of the copy of the 
first edition of the Balbi "Catholicon," 
printed at Mainz by Gutenberg in 1460, 
for which he gave the record price of 
£960. A notable fact respecting this vol- 
ume is that it is the fourth printed book 
bearing a date. This, like the second edi- 
tion from the Strassburg press, also ac- 
quired by Mr. Smith (for the sum of 
£330), came from the collection of Judge 
Granger, sold at Sotheby's. 

* (The cables bring the later news that 
Mr. George D. Smith of N. Y. has ac- 
quired this library at private sale for

Baron Dc Rothschild's Hostel 

• Next May is to bring the opening at 
185 Queehsgate of the Hostel founded by 
BarOn Edmond de Rothschild for the 
benefit of French students in England, 
and for the rendering of hospitality to 
members of Institut de France. Twenty- 
one scholarships to be held in connection 
with the "Maison de l'insitut de France a 
Londres," have been endowed, and these 
will be apportioned equally among schol- 
ars prosecuting their studies in connection 
with fine art, literature and science. Hith- 
erto, England has sent her art students to 
study in France very freely, but up to the 
present comparatively few French students 
have sojourned in London. It will be in- 
teresting to watch what influence the ad- 
mixture of the latter among English stu- 
dents in this country will exert. It should 
certainly make for greater breadth and 
understanding. 

Exhibitions Now On 
In the Chenil Gallery, Chelsea, there is 
now on one of the most comprehensive 
exhibitions of the etchings of Augustus 
John yet brought together. It serves to 
demonstrate admirably the masterly qual- 
ity of his style, and the ease with which 
he is able to surmount difficulties which 
would prove stumbling-blocks to lesser 
men. 

At the Goupil Gallery a Salon is held 
by the New English Art Club, at which 
such men as James Pryde, William Nich- 
olson and Wilson Steer show characteris- 
tic work, and Wyndham Lewis exhibits a 
portrait of Ezra Pound. 



PARIS LETTER 

Paris, Jan. 7, 1920. 
Pastels, watercolors and pencil drawings 
by British masters from 1740 to 1840 are 
shown at the Galerie Barbezanges in the 
Faubourg St. Honore. Introduced by M. 
Ch. Oulmont, presented with a taste pecu- 
liar to this gallery and which some others 
would do well to follow, the majority of 
these delicate works were disposed of a 
few days after the opening, but the suc- 
cess of a display of this kind does not 
conflict with recognition of other forms 
of art, be they represented by Gauguin or 
Van Dongen, Picasso or Cezanne. 

This little display reveals several of 
these smaller masters, who have been 
thrown into the shade by the glamour 
surroundiig a few names, on account of 
that "detestable habit we have," as M. 
Oulment writes, "of attributing the great 
works of a period to always the same two 
or three painters." On these walls, by 
the side of the great Gainsborough is his 
nephew Gainsborough-Dupont, known only 
to intimates; by Richard Cosway is his 
sister, Maria; by George, Peter Romney; 
Anne Russell by her brother pastellist; 
Samuel Cotes by Francis, and S. W. Rey- 
nolds by Sir Joshua. Then we have John 
Rophael Smith, with pastels and water- 
colors; John Smart, John Francis Rigaud 
of French name and typically English 
feeling, Philip Jean, to whom the same ap- 
plies; Alexander Pope; Parrott; George 
Henry Harlow, John Downman, George 
and Nathaniel Dance, J. Singleton Copley, 
John Conde, and William Bradley; many 
of whom drew like Ingres, and George 
Chinnery, who specialized in gouache, life- 
size. A portrait of Queen Victoria by 
herself looks surprisingly well in an en- 
turage which comprises a marvellous pen- 
cil sketch of Lady Hamilton by George 
Romney with the same artist's pastel 
scheme for his portrait in oils of that 
beauty. 

Where all is so engaging it is difficult to 
pick favorites. The prize goes perhaps to 
Russell's pastels. That works in so fragile 
a medium should have withstood the wear 
and tear of time and travel would be sur- 
prising enough, but they seem as solid 
and fresh as if executed- last week. Ex- 
amining them closely I found minute 
touches of light on the lips or in the 
eyes, still showing that little "fray" pecu- 
liar to pastel newly applied. A slight 
flick of the finger-nail would have des- 
troyed it. A miniature head, unfinished., 
by Raeburn, numerous drawings by Con-, 
stable and Rowlandson, the former repre- 
sented by figures as well as landscapes, 
the latter by landscapes as well as figures 
and a v head by Count d'Orsay, which 
shows what good teaching can do, are 
some of the remaining features in this 
aristocratic collection of art at its most 
aristocratic and most intimate point, for 
these portraits of lords and ladies and 
familiar scenes of home and outdoor life 
have a simple communicativeness and 
spontaneity, irresistibly winning. 

The American painter, Cameron Burn- 
side, whose large picture was one of the 
features at the recent American exhibition 
at- the Luxembourg, is showing his works 
at the Galeries des Beaux-Arts, 10 Rue 
Auber. Photographic reproductions of 
such of his works as allude to the war 
have been secured for the U. S. section 
of the Musee de la Guerre. 

The poet and novelist, Lucie Delarue- 
Mardrus is showing her paintings and 
drawing at the Foyer Artistique, 43 Rue 
Le Peltetier. This clever woman held a 
successful exhibition some years ago at 
the Galeries Bernheim. 

BUFFALO 

The exhibition of oils by W. Elmer Scho- 
field at the Albright Gallery until Feb. 15 
is meeting with deserved success. Several 
of the works have been purchased by local 
collectors. 

An exhibition of important works by a 
number of America's leading artists is also 
on at the Albright Gallery to Feb. 15. 
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COLUMBIA (S. C.) 

Although, as yet, there is no art gallery 
here, the Columbia Art Association was 
able to provide a suitable room for the 
exhibit of "Thirty-five oils by American 
Women Painters of Distinction" during 
November. Late this month the local 
artists under the auspices of the association 
will exchange an exhibit of oils with their 
fellows of Charleston, S. C. Among the 
works to be sent from here, will be several 
by Miss Cornelia Earle, who has spent sev- 
eral summers at Glouscester, Mass., and by 
Miss Anna Taylor, who has also painted the 
New England Coast. Miss Caroline Cuig- 
nard, whose "Haunted House" was hung at 
the Winter Academy, will contribute, and 
there will be several canvases by E. Reed 
Whaley, among them the "Fountain," 
shown at the Conn. Academy last Spring. 

There is scheduled for Februay a show- 
ing of works by Miss Catherine C. Crich 
of Washington, D. C, and Miss Anna Tay- 
lor, and in April there will be an exhibit of 
local work, with the possibility of other 
exhibitions in the interim. The plans for 
.the season have been more ambitious than 
usual, and so far have been attended with 
much success. 

PITTSBURGH 

An exhibition of silhouettes is on in the 
children's room of the Carnegie. The ex- 
hibit, gathered from many sources, gives 
a history of the development of the sil- 
houette. An Etruscan vase shows the 
early use, and later examples are shown in 
postage stamps, book plates, by John Jay 
Champan, four drawings of leaded glass 
windows, by J. Scott Williams, and iron 
work by Hunt Diederich. 

A group loaned by Mrs. Van Lear Car- 
rick contains some colored silhouettes and 
some cut out of cloth, early Victorian 
work. There are 25 examples of the work 
of August Edouart, who visited the United 
States in 1839. 

There are silhouettes of the Duncan 
dancers, Little Boy Blue and a baby in 
high chair, by Ethel Taylor; country life 
examples by J. Walter West; Cinderella 
drawings by Arthur Rackham and illus- 
trations of "Grimm's Fairy Tales," and 
others by Sarah Cowan and G. Katherine 
Buffum. 
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CHICAGO 

The closing of the toy show marks the 
completion of the ^greatest achievement so 
far of the Art Alliance of America in the 
middle west. This exhibition has been an 
education and an inspiration to the public 
and great results are to be expected there- 
from. The opening of the wild flower 
show ushers another event. The collections 
of specimens, photographs and the like, tell 
of the society's work through the public 
schools and in the botanical departments 
of educational institutions. There are also 
exhibits by members of a less professional 
but equally interesting character. 

The next event of importance at the Art 
Institute will be the 24th annual exhibition 
of works by Artists of Chicago and Vicinity, 
from Jan. 29, to March 3. 

While local artists are showing at the 
Institute, Mr. Barrie of Carson, Pirie, Scott 
and Co. has planned what he calls "The 
Little Show," in their galleries. This will 
consist of carefully selected works by local 
artists, each exhibitor showing only one 
canvas and that selected as the best offer- 
ing of his studio. 

At the Arts Club an exhibition is on of 
Cuban, Mexican and Indian paintings by 
Randall Davey and of tempera paintings, 
Mexican in character, by Adolfo Best-Mau- 
gard. Mr. Davey will succeed Geo. Bel- 
lows as visiting instructor at the Art In- 
stitute for the next three months. Adolto 
Best-Maugard reminds one a bit of Bakst, 
perhaps because so many of Jie things in 
this collection are costume plates or designs 
for the theatre. He is fanciful and decora- 
tive, introducing a new note in the quaintly 
Mexican manner of presenting things. This 
is more allowable in a decorator and de- 
signer than with other painters and on the 
whole his works are charming. 

A collection of Chinese art from the pri- 
vate treasures of Mrs. Potter Palmer, Mrs. 
Adams and Chauncey Blair, is also shown 
at the Arts Club. These include paintings, 
embroideries, earthenware figures and 
porcelains. The Clipper Ship show at 
Marshall Field's will open Monday as a re- 
minder of the days when an American 
Merchant marine that knew no equal sailed 
"the seven seas." This is an exhibition that 
has much art value of a quaint kind and 
also a human and romantic value. The old 
engravings, paintings, and Clipper Ship 
models have been arranged against a back- 
ground of silvery blue, most suggestive and 
appropriate. 

The Reinhardt galleries report the sale 
of two important Lachman's to the 



".bnencis of American Art," or rather the 
direct sale of one to the "Friends," and 
the purchase of the other by Mr. Arthur 
Meeker as a gift to the society. Lachman's 
exhibition at Reinhardt's nas been in every 
way a success. 

The Anderson Art Galleries on Michigan 
Ave. are showing a noteworthy collection 
of etchings, among which are many of the 
finest plates obtainable of Rembrandt, 
Whistler, Zoen, Heyden, Cameron, LePere, 
Fitton and Brangwyn. They are also fea- 
turing some of the leaders among con- 
temporary young men, whose works are 
equal in quality to the great masters and 
on their way to equality in price. Walker, 
Brouet, Sir Frank Short, the great mezzo- 
tinter, Timothy Cole, Mempes, Frank Lums- 
den, Lee Hankey, and Stanley Anderson are 
well represented. These are men whom it 
were wise for the collector to become in- 
terested in considering the beauty and per- 
fection of their work and the rate at which 
fine etchings advance in price from the 
day of the first printing. ; 

It is a surprise to witness at the Hamil- 
ton club the interest many of our foremost 
painters evince in the Forest Preserve. 
Frank C. Peyraud, Karl Buehr, Alfred 
Jannison, Paul Bartlett, Frank Dudley, Wil- 
son Irvine, Karl Krafft, Oliver Dennett 
Grover, Fred Grant, and artists of similar 
standing are represented. 

An interesting art event was the tea given 
by Mrs. Archibald Freer in the studio of 
Mr. Lamar Miller on the occasion of his 
completion of her portrait in red cross 
uniform, wearing the decoration accorded 
her by the French Government. The guest 
of honor was Mile. Peirard, head of the 
French Red Cross and there were among 
the women of society present a surpris- 
ing number who had been decorated by 
France for war activities. Mr. Miller's 
studio with its background of military por- 
traits was quite the proper setting for such 
an assemblage. He has recently completed 
likenesses of Lee Hammond the veteran 
aviator, Col. Reilly of Reilly's Bucks, Miss 
Lucretia Crawford (in her overseas uni- 
form), and made two studies of Col. Loren- 
zen of the 1st Infantry, under whom Capt. 
Miller served as adjutant during the recent 
race riots here. Capt. Miller is the only 
Chicago artist who is a graduate of West 
Point. He saw service at the front in the 
world war and has but recently resigned 
from the regular army to follow his chosen 
career of portrait painter. He is most suc- 
cessful in rendering the Khaki portraits. 

The announcement is made of the con- 
templated removal by May 1 next, of the 
O'Brien art galleries from their present 
location on Michigan Ave., to the handsome 
old colonial house, long a famous show 
spot of Chicago as the home of Dr. Walker, 
on Lincoln Parkway. This is in the heart 
of the new business section being developed 
north of the River, as a result of the com- 
pletion of the Boulevard link and for that 
reason it is to be considered as a most 
desirable site for such a business. The 
house is most interesting architecturally 
and lends it self gracefully to the changed 
nature of this business, which will in the 
future offer not only fine paintings but rare 
antiques and tapestries. The O'Brien Gal- 
leries in their new quarters will strike an 
individual note in such merchandising so 
far as Chicago is concerned and their open- 
ing is awaited with interest.

He will paint humanity high and 
low while in the west for while called there 
by- important society portrait commissions, 
he plans in odd moments and leisure hours 
to haunt San Francisco's Chinatown and all 
nianner of strange and dangerous places 
in a search for types.

BOSTON 

Mr. Charles Pepper has asembled at the 
Boston Art Club the largest and most im- 
portant exhibition of woodblock prints 
probably ever seen in this country. Few 
persons realize what strides have been 
made of late years in this medium of art 
expression, and how many capable artists 
are engaged in the process. Mr. Pepper 
has brought together 160 prints, represent- 
ing artists from nearly all the principal 
American art centres and from several 
abroad. These include, to name a few of 
the best, Paul Allier, Herbert M. Baer, 
Arthur Dow, Charles M. Bartlett, Gustave 
Baumann, Frank Brangwyn, John Held, Jr., 
Florence W. Ivins, J. J. Lankes, Tod Lin- 
denmuth, Bertha Lum, Mildred McMillen, 
John J. A. Murphy, Margaret Patterson, 
Hall Thorp and Harry Townsend. 

The finest woodcuts in «the show are two 
colored prints designed by Frank Brangwyn 
and executed by a Japanese artist. His 
"Messina" is so impressive in its strength 
of decoration and structural design and so 
skillfully handled that the fact of its being, 
a block print is forgotten. The reverse 
might be said of John Held, Jr., whose 
black and white prints allow little thought 
except for the obtrusive manner of his 
technique. Mildred McMillen, in her four 
out-of-door scenes in black and white, gives 
a fine feeling of sunlight and shadow. This 
artist, as well as Tod Lindenmuth, in his 
powerful imaginative prints, work well 
within the posibilities of their medium. 
Gustave Bauman is represented by nine 
colored prints and has achieved a somewhat 
difficult feat of giving in them a feeling of 
the vibration of light, which remind one 
of Childe Hassam's oils. 

Mr. Kojiro Tomita gave, Sunday last, an 
illuminating talk on Japanese Landscapes 
in the Japanese Galleries of the Museum. 

After viewing the paintings of the French 
impressionists, Manet, Monet Pissarro and 
Renoir, which have been on exhibition the 
past month at the Museum, it was inter- 
esting to see the work of another noted 
artist of this period, Eugene Boudin, 15 
examples of whose work are shown at the 
Brooks-Reed Gallery. They cover a con- 
siderable portion of Boudin's life, "Venice 
Entrance of the Grand Canal" having been 
painted in 1894, four years prior to his 
death. But for the most part, the paintings 
are representative of the period in which 
his best work was done. His painting of 
"The Bay of Fecamp at Sunset" is masterly 
in its interpretation of nature at the close 
of day. 

The Copley Gallery is exhibiting to Jan. 
24 landscapes and portraits by Alexander 
R. James, a former pupil of the Museum 
School. The 12 landscapes shown are of 
Santa Barbara, Cal., and Woodstock, Vt. 
The portrait of Elsie shines out among all 
the others. 

The members of the Boston Art Club 
were entertained Jan. 10 by an illustrated 
lecture by Theodore M. Dillaway, director 
of art in the Boston public schools on In- 
dustrial Art in America. "This, 7 ' savs 
Mr. Dillaway, "is far behind that of any 
of the larger European powers, and until 
the schools begin to teach the pupils the 
knowledge of the substance and material 
for which their designs are intended to be 
used, the nation will continue to import 
industrial works of art." 

One of the largest and most important 
exhibitions of Whistler lithographs ever 
held by a Boston dealer is now on at 
Doll and Richards'. In an upper gal- 
lery of the same house Henry Wads- 
worth Moore is showing six large oil 
portraits. The artist, during the war 
was in the camouflage dep't. of the U. 
Si Navy and recently opened a studio 
here. He has unusual skill in modeling, 
and good technique, and color, but al- 
lows himself to become, at times, so in- 
terested in detail that the effect of the 
whole is lost. In the portrait of "A 
Mother and Child" he has successfully 
worked out a rather unusual and original 
design.

The Christmas exhibition of 
Arts and Crafts work is continued indef- 
initely. , 

The Print Club has issued cards for a 
lecture by Joseph Pennell at the Art Al- 
liance, Jan. 26, on "Aubrey JBeardsley and 
His Work." 

Attractive watercolors on English coast 
scenery in the vicinity of Whitby, Yorke- 
shire; of Oxford, others of Berkshire and 
Westmorland, the work of Miss Edith 
Potter Mcllhenny* were recently on view 
at the Plastic Club. The artist was one of 
Howard Pyle's students, formerly resident 
here, but who has lived abroad the past 
eight years. Examples of the English 
school of watercolor painting not often seen 
here these days, these charming little 
aquarelles, ottered at reasonable prices, 
found ready purchasers, and Jialf of the 
collection of about forty were sold before 
the exhibition closed. -Peculiar interest was 
attacfied to a number of the sketches made 
during the time of the bombardment of 
Whitby in 1914 by the German cruiser, 
"Blucher." Another view was of the cliff 
upon which the hospital ship "Rohiller" 
was wrecked during the war. Cartwell 
Priory, on the Duke of Devonshire's estate 
in Westmorland, where the first umbrella 
carried in England is shown to visitors, was 
the subject of a clearly drawn architectural 
sketch. 

An exhibition of oils and lithographs ex- 
ecuted in ultra modern style by Birger 
Sandzen in the west gallery of the Art Al- 
liance, is a contrast to Miss Slcllhenny's 
display. While the artist is a Swede, he has 
been Director of Art School, of Bethany 
College, Lindsborg, Kansas, for some time, 
and his work shows the strong influence of 
Scandinavian art applied to the painting of 
the scenery of the Colorado boulder region. 
The pictures are personal interpretations 
rendered with astonishing directness and 
bold virility, the mosaic of color applied 
with, the palette knife to the canvases be- 
comes sympathetic when given proper dis- 
tance, and yet retains its vibrant quality 
quite characteristic of the modern practice 
of landscape painting.

% PROVIDENCE 

\ Two exhibitions, now in their closing 
week, have interested local art lovers and 
have received rather more cordial appre- 
ciation than customary in this conservative 
town. . * x 

At the Rhode Island School of Design, 
Arthur W. Heintzelman has been showing 
etchings, lithographs, and drawings in san- 
guine. Mr. Heintzelman's work has reached 
a high degree of excellence and the present 
collection contains several examples which 
fully justify praise. His work, in fact, is 
stamped with authority, and has that pecu- 
liar quality which for the want of a more 
definite term is called "Charm." "Medeo," 
"A Sultry Afternoon," "Old Man Think- 
ing," "Three Score and Ten," "Head of an 
Old Man," and "Man with Black Drape/' 
are etchings of unusual importance. 

At the Providence Art Club, the 15th 
annual thumb-box exhibition, consisting of 
235 little canvases and sketches, has met 
with success. Frank C. Mathewson's group 
of 11 landscapes in oil and watercolor 
helped to give variety and importance to 
the display. Carl J. Nordell sent four sunny 
and brilliant landscapes, Angela O'Leary's 
group of watercolors were vigorous and 
picturesque, August Satre showed 6 water- 
color sketches of local street scenes full 
of atmosphere and good in color, Stacy 
Tolman's landscapes were sunny and well 
composed, Mabel M. Woodward sent a dis- 
tinguished group of 8 small sketches and 
6 Provincetown pictures excellent in crafts- 
manship, and Sidney R. Burleigh's 9 good 
watercolors, Clara Maxfield Arnold's still 
lifes were closely studied, Hope Dimond 
sent 2 brilliant flower studies, Eliza D. 
Gardiner's group of watercolors and wood 
block prints were interesting, G. A. Hayes 
sent 4 cattle; studies. E. Parker Nordell sent 
a group of watercolors, and Olindo Pace 
4 landscapes in oil, done in a retrospective 
mood and in rich tones of russet and olive. 

At the Providence Art Club an import- 
ant exhibition is now on, consisting of 78 
oils by Stacy Tolman. Not all of the can- 
vases are recent works, as the artist hat 
generously included a number of his earlier 
pictures, and the collection thus affords an 



excellent opportunity to study the develop- 
ment of his art during several periods. Mr. 
Tolman is primarily a portrait and figure 
painter, but in this collection his ability 
as a landscapist is much in evidence. 

The beauty of^ New England winter 
scenery is especially well portrayed in 
several canvases, but in none better than 
"The Glory of Winter." "The Passing 
Shower" is a strong 'and^ well considered 
phase of nature as is also "Early Summer," 
"Twilight," and "Sunset." A large view of 
"Rothenburg" commands attention for its 
able treatment of sunlight and shadow, as 
well as for its excellent composition and 
interesting foreground in a series of cool 
greens. 

Of the figure pictures, "Milking Time," 
and "Arrangement in Black" are especially 
notable. "Work No. 1" and "Work No. 
2" are panels, similar in size and subject, 
attracting favorable comment. Other good 
examples are "A Quiet Afternoon," "Turk- 
ish Costume," "The Double Bridge," 
"Bruges Lace Maker," "Old China," and 
"Whistler Exhibition." The last named 
canvas is a sketch or impression of a gal- 
lery hung with Whistler paintings, intro- 
ducing also the necessary figures viewing 
the pictures. -One could fervently wish 
that Mr. Tolman would elaborate this theme 
into an important canvas, since it offers 
such a real opportunity for a picture 
that is "different." Several sales are al-

The study of a young girl by Frank 
Duveneck which has been hanging in the

ulations may be set at rest by the flat re- 
fusal of the owners to accept an offer of 
$10,000 for the picture, or to consider any 
other offer. Meanwhile for a time, at 
least, the painting will remain here, a 
superb example of the master at his best.

NEW HAVEN . 

The present exhibition of the New 
Haven Paint and Clay Club, the second 
of "Little Pictures," is a comparatively 
dull show, marked by bright spots here 
and there'. The average of the etchings, 
drawings, and woodcuts is far higher than 
that of the paintings, and with good rea- 
son, for among these we find Timothy 
Cole's recent portrait of Abraham Lin- 
coln, a work from the hand of a master 
and a glowing tribute to American wood- 
engraving, while among the oils one finds 
the equally well known names of Chaun- 
cey F. Ryder, with a characteristic sketch, 
"Edge of the Wood," a little more color- 
ful than usual, and Sergeant Kendall, 
who's "Vermont Hills" is most disappoint- 
ing. The general average of the oil does 
not reach that of the work in other medi- 
ums. 

George Pearse Ennis's "Autumn Heath" 
and Edith Haworth's "The Bathers" and 
"Human Seals," are strong in color, but 
the latter are so poorly framed as to de- 
tract from their charm. Karl Schmidt 
shows three extremely decorative panels, 
framed to form one exhibit, called "Tall 
Trees, Cala.," and although the - theme 
is rather an old one, he has handled it 
well, giving a nice feeling of height and 
distance. "October Tints" and "The Hill- 
side" by Harold Sodersten demand at- 
tention, "The' Hillside," a fine composition, 
showing considerable character. Mary 
Nicholena MacCord is by no means ^ in 
her happiest vein with "Up the Street," 
but it is rather pleasing and so is "The 
Little, Cedar Tree," by Winifred B. War- 
ren, and three sketches by Edith Park, 
but all seem very weakly inspired. 

The water colors, woodcuts, etc., 'are 
much better on the whole — ''Green Hill- 
tops" and "Autumn Trees" by Helen A. 
Cahill are delightful, fresh in color ,and 
striking in design, but as is often the case 
in exhibitions they are a,s poorly hung as 
anything in the show. Two quite different 
monotypes are shown by Ethel Bennett 
Schiffer, "Oak Trees," poor and old- 
fashioned, - while "Monotype" is good in 
design and charming in color. ""A New 
Hampshire Morning," by John D. Whitiner. 
has all the feeling the title expresses, good 
in color and design. The best etching in 
the exhibition is "Drafted," by Mary Lord 
Fairbanks, two draft horses admirably ex- 
pressed with a fine feeling for the etched 
line. Four etchings by H. M. Luquiens 
are interesting, possibly from their sub- 
jects, but they are fell etched and well 
drawn although all the lines are straight 
and cold. On the other hand, Theodore 
Diedricksen's, "The Chimney," a drawing, 
and "The Old Wind-jammer," are dead.
